Meantime our 
great public, while blaming the British mi- 
litary system, which perhaps deserves acvere 
criticism, is cruelly unjust in extending its 


blame to the officers, who- are often its» 


victims, and does no; appear to realise that 
the finest material in the world can effect 
little if unprovided with a proper organisa- 
tion and starved by an owlish policy of false 
economy. 

An admirable corrective to this unfairly 
contemptuous attitude is to be found in 
Section 24 of Lord Cromer’s Report on the 
Sudan. We read in a most interesting pas- 
sage that the officers, and more especialy 
the young officers, engaged in the Civil 
administration of the Sudan show an admir- 
abla versatility and a remarkable .zeal for 
work. Nor are they mere cold-blooded auto- 
mata: numberless instances, writes Lord 
Cromer, can be quoted “of young British 
officials, both civil and military, who have 
developed with amazing rapidity into being 


-warm adyocates of the rights of Dinkas, 


Shillouks, or others, among whom their tem- 
porary lot may be cast.” ‘This is very pleasant 
reading, tor it confirms us in our view that the 
“ansympathetic aloofness” of the British ruler 
of Asiatic or African subjects has been great- 
ly exaggerated by hostile or envious critics, 
Nor is he wanting in intellectual capacity and 
shrewd observation. Weread of a young offi- 
cer who drew up a report on the Sudan prisons 
which is described by Lord Cromer, who has 
had an unsurpassed experience of reports of 
every kind, as a “practical, common-sense docu- 
ment, which contains the essence to be extract- 


ed from a mass of penological literature.” . 


Others have Written valuable and interesting 
reports on the manners and customs of the 
negro tribes of the Sudan, on the geography of 
the country and its resources, or haye made 
most valuable «suggestions to the Sudan Go- 
vernment relating t> such matters as land 
settlement and agricultaral loans. It is 
pleasant to hear from an authority who cannot 


| be suspected of partiality, and has never been 


accused of popularity-hunting, that the British 
Army contains such admirable material, and 
Lord Oromer’s conclusion, that the less for- 
tunate results achieved in the army simply 
point to a faulty system and in no way reflect 
on the character and capacity of the individuals 
who work under it, deserves to be taken to 
heart by the oritits who speak of the average 
British officer as an incompetent fop or brain- 
less athlete. Is it quite hopeless to expect our 
Parliamentarians to take it to heart 1.

FIRST APPEARANCE IN ENGLAND. 


By Mr. Fatconen Mapan (B. N.C. Oxrorp). 
The use of Arabic and Syriac type in England 
~ can be carried a few years further back than 
Mr. Talbot Reed was able to do in his “His‘ory 
of Old English Letter Foundries” (London, 
1887), which is the recognised authority on 
such points. He did not find any bookin which 
Arabic occurred earlier than 1648, when Miles 
Fleshér printed at London a work ‘De Siglis 
Arabum.’ And of Syriac he says that it “did 
not make its appearance in England till the 
middle of the seventeenth century”—in fact, not 
till the prospectus and specimen of Walton’s 

_ Polyglot were issued in. 1652. 

In turning over a volume of the Thomason 
Civil War Tracts at the British Museum 
lately, I was struck by a profusion of types of 
both languages in the margins of ‘A Discovery 
of the Rebels’ aud The Great Antichrist,’ 
both by “J. V., Prisoner,” and dated 1643 
Thomason has noted that the author was Vicars, 
who was not the well-known John Vicar, 
author of the ‘Parliamentary Chronicle,’ but 
John Viccars, an Oriental scholar, who was 

’ concerned with the preparation of the Polyglot 
mentioned above, And on reference to Viccars’s 
one great work, the ‘Decapla in Psalmos’ 
(Londini, apnd Robertum Young, Anno 
M. D. 0. XXx1x.), the position became clear. The 
‘Decapla’ is a commentary on the Psalms from 
sources written in ten languages, and the title 
expressely states that_it was “Novis Typis 
Arab. and Syriacis Donatus.” Here, then, is 
the first use of Arabic and Syriac printing in 
England, in 1689. The whole fount is displayed 
on the Jast leaf of the prefatory matter, and 
even Arabic and Syriac ligatures are to be found 
in it. 

_ The dedication to Archbishop Land states 
that ‘“Decepla hwo, post annum integrum sub 
prelo xAv8wvitépeya novis Typis Syriacis and 
Arabicis(sumptibus haud exiguis) adornata 
in lucem emittuntor.” This carries back the 
actual printing to 1638, and fits in with the 
letter from John Greaves of February 10th, 
1637/8 (‘Domestic State Papers,’ vol. 381, No. 
75), where a rather indefinite mention is made 
of a purchase of Oriental puncheons (and ma- 
ttixes 1) by a Mr. Browne on the Continent. 
his letter is mentioned by Mr..Talbot Reed. 
Even the “J. V. Prisoner” is cleared up in. the 
same dedication, where the author speaks of 
hirhself as “post septennii vincula captivus.” 

It is interesting to note that in this very year 
1639, when Dr. Thomas Greaves printed his 
oration ‘De Lingue Arabice utilitate’ and 
wished to print an Arabic sentence, it is found 
in some copies written in in Arabic, and in 
some copies printed in Hebrew type ! The first 
Arabic printing at Oxford was in 1648, and the 
first Syriac in 1661.

Mr. Butler announces that he has come 
across afresh piece of evidence for the identi- 
fication of Al Mukankas with Cyrus, Patriarch 
of Alexandria. In the Syriac ‘Chronicon Ano- 
nymum,’* edited with a Latin translation by 
Guidi, occurs the following passage :— 

“Potiti sunt Arabes tota regione Syrive 
et Palestine. gyptum quoque ingredi 
erat in animo : sed non valuerunt ; custo-

Guidi js clear. that the document 
as it stands can bo assigned with cortainty toa 
daté between 670 and 680, while the portions 
relating to ‘the Persian kings have an air of 
still greater antiquity. ‘he writer was thus 
contemporary with, if not earlier than, John o! 
Nikiou, and may well baye been actually con- 
temporary with the covquest of Syria and 
Egypt. His authority, therefore, is of the very 
highest order; it is independent of all Egyptian 
writers); yet, agreeing as it does with John of 
Nikiou, it must be preferred, in any case of 
collision, to that of the Arab historians, who 
were all moch later,

ARMY AND NAVY.

At the Southern Police Court, Dublin, last 
Wednesday, Lieutenant Charles Howard, Royal 


Berks. Regiment, was charged with being 
disorderly the previous night in Dame Street, 
by having his coat off, shouting at the top of 
his voice, challenging the crowd to fight him, 
and violently resisting arrest. He was also 
charged with assaulting three constables. A 
medical student, named M’Swiney, and Cap- 
tain T.R.B. Clifford, 8rd Connaught Rangers, 
were also charged with attempting to. rescue 
Lieutenant Howard. It seemed that the de- 
fendants got involved ina row with thé crowd: 
coming out of the Empire. Musio Hall, when the 
alleged assault on the constables took place. For 
the defence it was stated that the defendants 
were assaulted by a disorderly crowd, and that 
when Lieutenant Howard was being. brought 
to the police station he was struck’ twice by 
one of the constables on the eye. The two 
officers were returned for.trial to the City 
Sessions, in £10 bail, and M’Swiney. was fined 
in 20s., or 14 days, afterwards increased to 21s, 
to admit of appeal, in addition to being 
returned for trial. 4

ment, was charged at Dublin with participa- 
tion in a street row, and was allowed out on 
bail to appear at the City Sessions. This was 
on Wednesday.

luggage of a passenger giving the name of 
Courtney, who was going on board the “Teu- 
tonic,” bound for New York, and had strong 


suspicions that he was Lieutenant Howard. 


Instructions were at once telegraphed to 
Queenstown that: Mr. “Courtney” should be 
detained, but fifteen minutes before they were 
received the “Teutonic” had left,--and Mr. 
“Courtney” is now on his way to America. 
The Sessions commence on May 6, and it is 
felt that the police cannot move in the matter 
until then, as it is quite possible for Lieutenant 
Howard, supposing it is he who left on the 
“Teutonic”, to voluntarily return by then. 


The friction between Lord Kitchener and the 
Military Member of the Council was not al- 
together unexpected. Though the details of 
disagreement are not yet specified, sufficient is 
told to give a broad, if not deep, insight into 
the question. Lord Kitchener went to India 
as a reformer. Experience has shown us that 
he belongs to the root-and-branch variety of 
that valuable species. What is more, the 
country holds the firm opinion that this is 
just the sort of reformer needed in India. Lord 
Kitchener, then, is interproting his duty as we 
would have him interpret it. In any ciroom- 
stances, perhaps, he was bound to come’ into 
conflict with those who are euphemistically 
called his colleagues, He could not .by any 
possibility escape when his functions are not 
clearly. distinguished from those of the Military 
Member. It is a consolation to be assured that 
there is no personal bitterness between the two 
authorities who are at variance. It should be 
equally comforting to know that Lord Kitchen- 
er has not disgressed from his intention. He 
means to make the Indian Army an adequate 
machine for the tremendous purpose it has to 
serve—the defence of the most vulnerable, or, 
at least, the most threatened, part of the 
Empire. Nothing must be allowed to prevent 
him from carrying that purpose into effect, If 
we cannot do without a really strong Indian 
Army—and so much is absolutely certain—we 
certainly cannot allow the man best capable of 
producing it*to leave his plans half ac- 
complished. 


The,information farnished by Mr. Arnold- 
Forster in the Honse of Commons regarding 
the recraiting for the past six months, is atty- 
thing but encouraging to the chances of a 
long-service system of recruiting becoming 
popular, It was hoped that it might have 
been otherwise, sinc) enlistments for short ser 
vice have been stopped for some six months 
now. ‘The winter is usually the best feoruit- 
ing time of the year, and trade daring the past 
winter has been unusually slack.

A Vimportation, nous nous maintenons au 
8me rang, mais, & l|’exportation, nous avons 
rétrogradé aa 3me ravg et notre place au 2me 
rang a été occupée par |’Allemagne qui a pris 
sur nous une avance de 4.700.000 fraucs, grace 
4 son importation de cotons qui devient de 
plus en plus considérable. . 

Cette diminution n'est pas faite, pour nous 
émouvoir outre mesure, car si nos industriels 
se sout désintéressés, dans une certaine mesure, 
de quglques-uns de nos articles tels que féeves, 
graines de.coton, coton, c'est qu’ils ont trouvé 
leur convenance 4 acheter ailleurs, car il n’est 
pas venu & notre connaissance que nos indus- 
tries, qui emploient ces matiéres premiéres, 
aient subi un ralentissement. 

Nos préoccupations se sont plutét portées 
vers notre importation qui, certes, esten prospé- 
rité, mais n’atteint pas les mémes preportions 
qu’en 1903. Dans l’augmentation / générale 
relevée sur cet exercice, notre part était de 
16,90 % alors qu’elle n’atteint que 6,66 % en 
1904. 

Une part de cette diminution peut étre 
attribuée & la gréve de Marseille quia duré 
deux grands mois, en suspendant presque 
complétement l’activité des échanges avec 
notre port, surtout & un moment ot le com- 
merca Egyyptien sapprovisionne.. en mar- 
chandises d’hiver. Mais nous croyons étre 
daus le vrai en affirmant que notre’ infériorité 
résulte de l’indiftérence ot aussi de la timidité 
de beaucoup de, nos industriels qui, encore 
sous influence du mauvais renom du Com- 
merce Eyyptien & une époque déja bien loin- 
tdine, couservent une réserve qui aujourd’hui 
ne semble pas justifiée. 

Certes, l’Egypte a, commes tous les autres 
pays, ses failutes et ses Commercgants de mau- 
vaise foi, mais leur proportion n’est pas plus 
élevée qu’ailleurs, et nous pouvons ajouter que 
81 n08 Compatriotes avaient soin de s’entourer 
de toutes les précautions voulues quand ils 
nouent des relations avec |’Egypte, ils éprou- 
veraient moins de déceptions qu’ailleurs. 

Nous persistous donc & les encourager & se 
diriger vers ce pays dont l'avenir, malgré des 
erreurs que la spéculation paie bien cher dana 
le moment présent, est plein de promesses, 

Chaque année, d’ailleurs, nous enregistrons 
des excédents sur les années écoulées, L’exer- 
cice 1904 a donné tant & |’importation qu’a 
l’expurtation un surplus de prés de 100 millions 
de francs, surplus qui revient presque tout 
entier &l importation. O’est lA une indication 
précieuse sur: laqueile nos exportateurs de- 
vraient se guider pour fixer leur attitude a 
l'égard de |’ Egypte. 

Aprés ces considérations générales, nous 
passons en revue leg travaux accomplis par 
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votre Chambre de Commerce et avons la 
satisfaction de vous déclarer que notre échange 
de correspondances avec nos compatriotes 
prend toujours une plus grande activité, Pen- 
dant l’exercice écoulé, nous avons recu 2,542 
et écrit 2,948 lettres, soit 5,490 lettres échan- 
gées, chiffres qui dépassent sensiblement ceux 
de l’an dernier. — 

Cette progression s’explique par le nombre 
toujours plus considérable de nos Membres 
adhérents qui atteignait 1380 en 1903 et s’é- 
léve aujourd’hui 4 1462, auxquels nous devons 
ajouter 52 abonnés au bulletin, soit en tout 
1514 participants & notre ceuvre. 

‘ De plus nous’ avons fourni 2534 renseigne- 
ments commerciaux qui ont permis & nos com- 

patriotes de traiter avec la clientéle d’Egypte 
dans des conditions de sécurité aussi désirables 
que possible. Mais ajoutons que nous donnons 
& ce service un soin extréme et que notre con- 
tréle est incessant. 7 

Enfin, le tirage de notre bulletin s’éléve au- 
jourd’hui & 1850 exemplaires en augmentation 
de 100 exemplaires sur l’an dernier. 

Cette prospérité, toujours croissante, place 
notre Chambre de Commerce dans les premiers 
rangs parmi celles que la France compte & 
)’étranger. 

Il est évident que ces résultats sont dus, 
sans doute, aux avantages réels que nos com- 
patriotes retirent de notre Institution. Les 
nombreuses lettres de remerciements que nous 
receyons nous prouvent que nods services sont 
justement appréciés ; en méme temps, elles 
constituent un encouragement précieux pour 
nous aider & accomplir notre tache parfois bien 
difficile. 

Parmi les monographies que nous avons 
traitées dans’ notre bulletin, citons les ca/é, 
les huiles, la bonneterie et les farines. 

Nous avions déja abordé ces matiéres, il y a 
quelques années, mais nous avons jugé utile de 
les-reprendre en raison des changements surve- 
nus depuis dans importation de ces articles 
tant au point de vue des provenances qu’aé ce 
lui des conditions de vente. 

En octobre dernier, nous avons jugé utile de 
soulever la question de l’insuffisance du Port 
d’Alexandrie, étant donné l’extension prise par 
le trafic commercial qui s’y accomplit. Nous 
constatons avec plaisir qu’a partir de ce mo- 
ment, la question a pris corps et que le Gouver- 
nement Egyptien a bien voulu prendre certai- 
nes déterminations propres 4 donner, en partie, 
satisfaction aux intéréts du Commerce. Des 
travaux importants ont été décidés. “™ 

Le mois suivant, nous avons traité de l’op- 
portunité qu'il y aurait, de la part de nos 
Compagnies de Navigation, de créer une ligne 
directe partant de Dunkerque et aboutissant A 
Alexandrie. Nous fiimes amenés & envisager 
cette question en présence de |’augmentation 
de notre commerce des régions du Nord et de 
l’Ouest avec |’Egypte et qui emprunte, la plu- 
part du temps, des lignes de navigation étran- 
géres pour atteindre notre port, 

Nous ignorons ¢e qu’il adviendra de notre 
proposition ; nous espérons toutefois qu’elle 
sera résolue dans un sens favorable. En effet, 
le Ministre du Commerce, qui nous a donné 
son approbation, a bien voulu ordonner la 
publication de notre texte dans !6 Moviiteur 
Officiel du Commerce. D’autre part, la Chambre 
de Commerce d’Alger a émis, & l’unanimité, 
un vote en faveur de notre projet et une 
de nos grandes Compagnies de Navigation, les 
Messageries Maritimes, nous a informés qu’elle 
se livrait actuellement & une étude qui a 
pour objet ce point si intéressant, 

Votre Comité a eu & délibérer sur un projet 
de la loi étudié par la Commission judiciaire 
de la Réforme & |’égard des marchés & terme. 
Dans ses séances’ des 2 Mars 1904 et des 26 
et 28 Janvier dernier, il a émis un avis 
favorable &* l’admission de la validité des 
marchés & terme et méme de ceux qui doivent 
se résoudre par un simple paiement de 
différences. De plus, il a deémandé une re- 
glementation bien définie de Ja profession. 
de courtier et de l’organisation de la Bourse. 
Nous croyons savoir que la Conférence judi- 
claire, dont les travaux se poursuivent, s’est 
prononcée dans ce sens. 

Votre Comité a examiné également: les 
c'auses d’irresponsabilité dans les contrats de 
transports maritimes. Cette question lui avait 
été soumise par la Chambre du Commerce 
d’exportation de Paris. I] s’est prononcé dans 
le sens proposé par le Syndicat des Exporta- 
teurs Marseillais, et a écrit au Ministére du 
Commerce pour lui faire part de sa délibé 
ration, 

Depuis, le Parlement a délibéré sur la 
question et a ajouté & l’art. 103 du Code 
de Commerce ainsiconcu: “Le voiturier est 
“ garant de la perte des objets & transpor- 
ter hors le cas de force majeure. Il est 
garant dest&varies autres que celles qui 
proviennent du vice propre de la chose 
ou de force majeure,.” le paragraphe sui- 
vant: Z’oute clause contraire, insérée dans 
toute lettre de voiture, tarif ou autre piece 
quelconque, est nulle. 

Au commencement de cette année, un 
certain nombre d'importateurs francais de 
notre ville ayant été rayés de la liste des 
électeurs municipaux, comme ne remplissant 
pas les conditions exigées par le réglement

électoral de l’Association du commerce d’im- | Se 


portation, des efforts ont été faits par notre 
Comité pour obtenir la modification de ce 
réglement et permettre leur réintégration 
comme électeurs. 

Nous avons tout lieu'd’espérer que les dites 
modifications seront scceptées. 

Enfin, Messieurs, bien que la question 
partienne & l’exercice 1905, il est nécessaire de 
vous dire que le décret du 7 Janvier dernier 
du Gouvernement Eyyptien, relatif aux droits 
de séjour des marchandises sur les quais d’A- 
lexandrie, ne nous & pas laissés indifférents, 
Plusieurs séances de votre Comité ont été con- 
sacrées & son examen, et une commission de 
trois membres étudie, en ce moment, certaines 
modifications & proposer dans l’'intérét général 
du Commerce, La question de légalité do 
décret ayant été soulevée, une note étudiant 
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la question au point de vue légal a été deman- 
dée 4 ]’un de nos Membres et sera envoyée & 
M. le Ministre de France au Caire. 

Comme les années précédentes, sur la pro- 
position de AI. Pierre Girard, le Ministre du 
Commerce a bien voulu maintenir en notre 
faveur la sulve:tiun de 4000 fr. qui, ajoutée & 
nos autres ressources’, nous permet d’assurer le 
bon fonctionnement de notre Chambre deCom- 
merce. Nous saisissons cette occasion pour 
adresser au Gouvernement dela Républiqne 
l’expression de notre profonde gratitude. 

Nous sommes heureux également de témoi- 
gner & notre Consul la reconnaissance que nous 
lui devons pour l’appni constant que notre 
Chambre trouve, en toute occasion, auprés de 
lui. 

Notre trésorier va vous rendre compte de 
l’étatde nos recettes et dépenses pendant |’exer- 
cice, écoulé. Notre situation, sans étre prospére, 
est cependant plus satisfaisante que l’an der- 
nier, pnisqu’elle accuse un solde en caisse de
